Washington, June 1G. — The Senate 
made rapid work on the tariff bill to- 
day, disposing of the agriculture Bchedule 
and reaching schedule II relating to 
spiritB, wines etc. The paragraphs on 
dairy products, farm products, fish, 
fruit and nuts, meat products and mis- 
cellaneous agricultural products were 
acted upon. The finance committee 
proposed many changes, in the main ad- 
vancing rates somewhat over thoBo here- 
tofore reported. 

The duty on eggs remains at five cents 
per dozen; yolk of eges 25 per cent, nd 
valorem. The House duty of $4 per ton 
on hay was retained. Hops are to be 
taxed 12 cents, per pound. Green beans 
in bulk were placed at 30 cents pe 
bushel ; dried peas, 30 cents ; split peas, 
40 cents. 

A new paragraph covering flowers was 
adopted as follov>B : " Orchids, droBin.is 
chrotons, azaleas, 30 per cent, ad 
valorem ; tulips, hyacinths, narcissus, 
porcuinB, lilies, lilies of the valley, and 
all bulb roots used for growing flowers, 
30 per cent, ad valorem ; natural flowers 
preserved or freBb for decorative pur- 
poses, 30 per cent, ad valorem. 

On stocks, Beedlings, etc., Mr. Allison 
for the committee proposed several 
changes, making the rate on stocks, 
cuttings, etc., for ruyrobolan plum or 
mobaleb or mazzard cherry 50 cents and 
15 per cent, ad valorem per 1,000 stocks; 
of pear, apple, quinceor St. Julian plums 
$1 and lu per cent, ad valorem per 1,000 
plants ; rose plants 2} 6 cents each. 

On potatoes Mr. Allison withdrew the 
committee amendment of 20 cents per 
bushel, leaving the house rateof 25 cents 
per bushel. It was agreed to. Straw, 
$1.50 per ton, was agreed to; also teazles 
and vegetables. Paragraph 250, relating 
to fresh water fish, was agreed to as re- 
ported, at '.j cent per pound, fresh her- 
ring being ■ excepted. The commit- 
tee amendment was aereed to, making 
the rate on pickled or salted herring ,'o 
cent per pound, and on fresh herring !.j 
cent, per pound. The committee amend- 
ment to paragraph 258, fish in barrels, 
was agreed to with modifications. The 
House paragraphs 259 nnd 200 wero 
struck out. They cover the retaliatory 
provision on fish elsewhere provided for, 
and shell fish in cans. 

On paragraph 201, Mr. Allison pro- 
posed changes including peaches, cur- 
rants, quinces, cherries and plums with 
green or ripe apples and pears at 25 
cents per biiBhel, and adding cranber- 
ries at 25 per cent, ad valorem. These 
are agreed to. The item of Zante cur- 
rants, 2 cents per pound, waB adopted. 

TUB LEAD DUTY, 

Washington, June 15. — The Repulic- 
an membersof the committee on finance 
to-night beard the reports of the two sides 
of the controversy over the duty on lead, 
etc. A persistent effort has been made 
since the committee increased the rate 
from 1 cent to \% cents a pound to have 
the bouse rate restored, and even to 
secure the restoration of the rate in the 
Wilson law, which is of a cent per 
pound. The contest, in n general way, 
is between the smelters, who want to 
secure the fluxing ores from Mexico, and 
the miners of these ores in Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Colorado and other lead-producing 
states of the West. 

The smelting interest wag represented 
at to-night's meeting by Senator Thurs- 
ton, of Nebraska, and Senator Baker, of 
Kansas, and illumining interest by Sen- 
ator Carter, of Montana, and Senator. 
Sboup, oi Idaho. It was represented on 
behalf of the smelterB that if the duty 
was retained as provided by the 
finance committee's amendment, the 
result would be to drive most of 
the American smelters out of ex- 
istence and add immensely to the smelt- 
ing interest ol Mexico, On the other 
hand, Senator Carter contended that 
the Western miners were entitled to 
protection against the peon labor of 
Mexico. lie said that the demonetiza- 
tion of silver had worked a sullicient 
hardship without imposing this addi- 
tional one. The committee reserved its 
decision. 



Venezuelan Boundary Treaty. 

Washington, June 14. — The final rati- 
fication of the boundary treaty between 
Great Britain and Venezuela waB ex- 
changed at the state department thiB 
afternoon. What remained to be done 
to-day was to exchange tho copies of 
the treaties held by each party and to 
sign what is known as the exchange pro- 
tocols. The treaty now becomes bind- 
ing upon both governments, Great Brit- 
ain and Venezuela, and they must at 
once begin the preparation of the eases 
to be submitted to the arbitrators, who 
will meet in Paris for organization pro- 
bably some time next winter.

BABNATO'S FATAL FAILING. 

He Drank Too Freely to Drown His Trou. 
bles-Blg Speculators Took Wurning 
and Sold Out oi Kaffirs. 

New York, Juno 1G. — A dispatch to 
the World from Loudon says : Barney 
Barnato's suicide must cause widespread 
ruin among small investors. They had 
pinned their faith to him. The big 
speculators had had inside knowledge of 
iiis serious condition, and cleared out by 
manipulating his stocks with profit. 
Barnato's tragic end has convinced the 
public here of the utter rottenness of the 
South African boom, which now takes 
rank as the biggest stock speculation 
scheme on record. 

Barnato's securities were quoted eight 
months ago at a capital value of £12,000,- 
000 (.^50,000,000), but in the last six 
months they had fallen to about £3,000,- 
000 (£15,000,000), though recently im- 
proved on better accounts from South 
Africa. 

Mrs, Joel, Barnato's Bister, told the 
World correspondent last night before 
anything was known to her of the death 
that friendB intended to hind Barnato at 
Funchal for a month's reBt, as his health 
was not such as to render his return to 
London advisable. 

No secret is made of the fact that his 
breakdown was accelerated by heavy 
drinking, which began when the Kaffir 
slump Btarted, even before his departure 
for South Africa, which waB hurried and 
private. His mind showed signB of fail- 
ing under the strain eight months ago, 
on which account he was sent away from 
England. There has never been any 
sensible improvement in hiB condition, 
llis responsibilities weighed heavily on 
his mind, and he sought "solace" too 
frequently. His naturally robuBt con- 
stitution had been undermined by hiB 
laborious exciting life, and symptoms of 
Boftening ol the brain manifested them- 
Belves. His family and friends became 
alarmed at the probable ell'ect on his 
securities if this were known, as they 
were believed to be dependent Bolely on 
his personality. 

So they used every effort to get him 
off to the Cape and "to place him in se- 
clusion for a time, in the hope that he 
would recover. He did not want to leave 
London, but by a ruse they induced 
him to go on board a steamer to see a 
nephew oil' to the Cape, and he was kept 
talking in the cabin until the ship had 
parted with the tender. He was thuB 
shipped away against bis will. 

ThiB explains a story, made much of 
at the time, and now revived, that he 
went the last time to South Africa bo 
unexpectedly that he had only the 
clothes he stood in. His condition be- 
came worse instead of better, and he 
made a public exhibition of insanity at 
Johannesburg about six weeks ago, but 
it was attributed to temporary causes. 
His friends knew better, however, and 
a good deal of selling his securities for a 
fall has been indulged in during the 
slump by well-informed speculators.

Victim But Fifteen Years Old 
—No Cause for the Crime 
Suggested, 



Winnipeg, June 10. — (Special) — A 
ghastly tragedy occurred at Portage la 
Prairie this afternoon, Henry Brigham 
shooting his sister-in-law, Priscilla Had, 
and then himself, both dying instantly. 
Brigham is supposed to have been tem- 
porarily inBane. He was about -10 years 
of age aind married to an elder sister of 
the girl he killed. He had been 
working on the new post office building 
and asked for hiB pay this after- 
noon, Baying he intended going 
East with the money thus secured. 
Brigham walked to the nearest hardware 
store and bought a 32-calibre revolver 
and proceeded tohis father-in-law's resi- 
dence. Meeting his sister-in-law, aged 
15, he placed the revolver to her neck 
and fired, the girl dropping dead in- 
stantly. He then placed the muzzle to 
his own right temple and shot himself. 
The bodies were lying within two feet of 
each other when found, the revolver 
still being clutched in Brigham's hand. 
So far as known, there was no cause for 
the rash act. 



ASIATICS IN CALIFORNIA. 

Tliey Form a Larger Percentage of the 
Sugar Laborers There Than 
in Hawaii. 

San Francisco, June 15.— State Labor 
Commisaioner Fitzgerald, who has just 
returned from a personal investigation 
at Pleasanton, Alvarado, Wateonville 
and Salinas, says : 

" I find that between 05 and 9S per 
cent, ot all the labor used in the beet 
fields of California is Japanese and 
Chinese, with the Chinese fast going to 
the wall as against the competition of 
the Japanese. 

" The cane fields of Hawaii have over 
14 per cent, of white labor, while the 
beet fields of our own California show 
but 5 per cent, at present. The Japan- 
ese bosses in the fields told me that next 
year they will handle the entire in- 
dustry, and that they can get all the 
Japanese necessary by way of Victoria. 
They say, too, that they expect to be- 
come fanners and bid against the whites 
In renting the land." 



UNITED WORKMEN. 

New Jersey Secures Next Supreme Lodge 
Meeting- Relief Proposition Defeated. 

Milwaukee, June 15.— The Supreme 
Lodge of the A.O.U.W. reached final 
adjournment this afternoon. After a 
lively fight as to the next meeting place, 
Asbury Park, N.J., won over St. Paul 
by a small majority. J. G. Tate was en- 
gaged as supreme lecturer for the order 
(or the coming year. 

The proposition put forward by the 
states of New York, Oregon and Califor- 
nia for the relief of aged and needy mem- 
bers of tho A.O.U.W. by the local lodges 
before the death of the members, the 
lodge to be repaid from the benefit 
money after it becomes due, was de- 
feated. 



PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 

Application for License for Indian Mission- 
ary—Anniversary of Confession 
of Faith. 

Winnipeg, June 16.— (Special)— At the 
Piesbyterian General Assembly to-day a 
motion was passed that steps be taken 
for the celebration of the 250th anniver- 
sary of the completion of the confession 
of faith and catechisms by the Westmin- 
ster assembly of divines. 

Rev. Mr. Gumming, of Truro, con- 
vener of the special committee on foreign 
missionary work, presented the report. 
It expressed gratitude for success and 
sympatey with brethren in aflliction, 
especially in Formosa, where so many 
had suffered violence and death. 

The Presbytery of Victoria asked 
leave to examine, license and ordain 
Mr. Meldon Swartout for missionary 
work among the Indians of British Col- 
umbia. An account was given of hia 
ministrations for three years among a 
population of 700 IndianB, the building 
of two schoolhouses and the opening of a 
third ; also of his success in acquiring the 
language. The application was referred 
to a committee on applications.

CANADIAN INVESTORS. 

Fnrther Capital for the Development Of 
Mines in East and West Kootenay. 

Toronto, June 16. — (Special)— It is 
announced that W. A. McKenzie, presi- 
dent of the Toronto Street- Railway 
Company, has purchased a very large 
block of the shares of Canadian Gold- 
fields Syndicate (Limited) and secured 
an option on a further block. J. O. 
Drewry and E. L. Drewry are associated 
with Mr. McKenzie in the deal, which 
makes them the largest shareholders in 
the syndicate. 

Montreal, June 16. — It is stated here 
that the Slocan Silver Syndicate, of 
which Hon. George E. Foster ia presi- 
dent, has purchased a number of proper- 
tier in East Kootenay adjacent to the 
Sullivan group, the price paid being 
$35,000, and that the first payment on 
account has already been made. 



MAY DISPUTE POSSESSION. 

Great Britain and France Also Have Inter- 
ests in the Island Republic. 

London, June 15.— All the afternoon 
papers are taken up with the Hawaiian 
question in the light of the proposed an- 
nexation of the islandB to the United 
States. The Globe Bays : 

"The question is essentially interna- 
tional, and cannot be disposed of by tho 
decree of one power alone. Great Brit- 
ain and Prance are in the same position 
toward Hawaii as the United States."

The Condemned Man's Friend Says He Has 
Had News of Him in Rossland. 

Rossland, June 15. — It is probable 
that Jack Quiney will be found. O. F. 
Wegener came here about ten days ago 
and began vigorously the search for 
Quincy. He scattered advertisements 
and circulars lar and wide, and one of 
these fell into the hands of Temple 
Seeley, a mining man of this city. The 
latter distinc.ly remembers meeting 
Jack Quincy at the Grand hotel in thiB 
city several times last fall, and also at 
Trail. Seeley's description ot him is the 
same as that given by Oraemer and hia 
wife. It is thought that Ouiney is pros- 
pecting in the Slocan country. Wegener 
feels sure that lie will now find Quiney, 
and is certain that he will be able to 
establish an alibi for Oraemer.

Rain, varying in fall 
from three inches at Bombay proper, to 
seven inches at Calicut, district of Mad- 
ras, has been continuous for the last 
twenty-four hours. The winds are 
normal, and there is every prospect of a 
favorable advance of the rain north- 
ward. 

The Sealing Commissioner. 

St. Petersburg, June 10. — Mr. John 
W. Foster, the United States commis- 
sioner, started for London to-day. It is 
understood that his mission has been 
.successfully accomplished. 

African Natives Rising. 
Vryrubo, Bechuanaland, June 14.— 
The startling intelligence has been re- 
ceived here that the police camp at 
Mashowing has been attacked by a body 
of native 300 strong, and that six of the 
police have been killed. The camp is 
situated in the heart of the dietrict 
where the rebellion broke out last 
January, and the supposition is that the 
natives came by stealth from Landberg 
and took the camp by surprise. A body 
of 100 volunteers has started for the scene 
of the outbreak. 



DESIGNS UN HAWAII. 

V. S. Government Bent Upon Annexation- 
Cuban Question Put Aside for 
the Present. 

Wash ington , June 15 — At the cabinet 
meeting to-day the matters of public in- 
terest under discussion were first the 
projected annexation of Hawaii, and 
second the state of affairs in Cuba. As 
to the first, the attitude of tho adminis- 
tration has already been defined and it 
is understood that what remains now to 
be done is only to arrange the details of 
the programme by which annexation is 
to be attained. 

Touching Cuba, there iB little to be 
said. It can be stated as a result of to- 
day's meeting that no important action 
relating to Cuba will be taken by the 
administration until the new minister to 
Madrid has been chosen and is at his 
post ready for the duties of the mission. 

London, June 15. — The morning pa- 
pers continue to discuss the annexation 
of Hawaii to tho United States. The 
Daily Graphic Eays : " Had England 
been in the position the United States, 
she would probably have annexed 
i Iawaii years ago." 

The Daily Chronicle, whose Washing- 
ton correspondent gives a forecast of the 
contents of the annexation treaty, says: 
" The United StateB have entered upon 
the thorny patlpof colonial expansion. 
We wish the new experiment, though 
with some misgivings, all success." 



QUOTATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

Good Resistance to Large Selling for Profit 
Taking-Japan's Protest a Factor. 

New York, June 16.— To-day's stock 
market was marked by a continuation 
of the heavy profit taking which was a 
feature of yesterday's trading, and the 
day closed with prices of many of the 
most prominent stocks below yesterday's 
closing prices. The average decline is 
small, showing good resistance to the 
large selling. Tho announcement that 
Japan had tiled a protest at Washington 
against the annexation of Hawaii, now 
in process of negotiation, had an influ- 
ence on tho selling to some extent, 
though this influence was largely Benti- 
mental.

LAURIER'S LUCK. 

Few men, and certainly no Colonial 
Btateeinan, ever reached such promin- 
ence at a single bound as Wilfrid 
Laurier. Only yesterday, as it were, 
he was comparatively unknown outside 
of his immediate entourage. To-day*ho 
is one of the most-talked-of men on two 
continents. The Colonist has no de- 
sire to say a Bingle word in derogation 
of Mr. Laurier's personal worth and 
brilliant talents, lie is a man who is 
an honor to his country and has, with- 
out any adventitious aids, achieved the 
distinction of becoming premier of the 
premier colony of the British Empire. 
Canada has had premiers before 
him, but none of them ever occupied the 
place in the eyes of the world that he 
holds to-day. His unique distinction 
will necessarily be only temporary; but 
he baa it and that of itself is worthy of 
comment. Sir John Macdonald devoted 
a long life to the public service, and 
although when the history of the 
Empire comes to be written he will 
hold a foremost place in it as the founder 
of the Canadian Dominion, which was 
only the prototype of the greater union, 
now almost in sight, he never attained 
at any time in his long and arduous 
career such a place in the public eye as 
Mr. Laurier has reached in a few 
weeks. The hour came and the man 
happened to bo Wilfred Laurier. 

It would not be quite fair to Mr. 
Liurier to say that his reception in Great 
Britain and the prominence of his name 
in connection with the Jubilee celebra- 
tion is in no wise due to himself, for the 
preferential trade feature of the tariff, 
whatever its practical value may be, is 
something that appeals very strongly to 
the sentiment of the hour. Great Britain 
has been much taunted of late because 
of her isolation. For some years there 
has been growing up a demand for a 
closer union of the Empire. In the very 
nick of time comes this offer of preferen- 
tial trade. It was not what any one was 
expecting, and its novelty and wholly 
voluntary character lent it a dramatic 
interest. The world is largely in- 
fluenced by sentimental considerations, 
and under this offer of preferential trade 
there ia a sentiment which appeals to 
the popular fancy of Britons, even 
thou?h there may not be a dollar in it 
to them in a commercial point of view. 
Hitheto the Mother Country has looked 
upon the Colonies as those to whom 
much was to be given and from whom 
little was to be expected ; but Canada 
has offered something and asked nothing 
in return. It may be that treaties stand 
in the way of Great Britain's profiting 
by the offer; but there it stands juat 
th9 same, and if there are diffi- 
culties to be overcome, they are not of 
Canada's creating, nor such as Canada 
can remove. There is no difference of 
opinion on either eide of the Atlantic as 
to the soundness of the sentiment which 
inspired the offer of preferential trade. 
To Mr. Laurier, as Premier, belongs the 
credit of this offer. Even if put upon 
no higher plane than a clever piece of 
stage play, it is yet clever, and clever- 
ness in the great game of the world's 
polities is not so common that such a 
conspicuous instance of it can be allow- 
ed to pasB. 

It iB quite probable that Mr. Laurier 
has " builded much wiser than he 
knew." He had promised free trade, 
or rather his party had talked free trade. 
When he came to take office he found 
that free trade was, under existing con- 
ditions, as hopeless a thing as the dis- 
covery of perpetual motion. It became 
evident very early in the game that any 
tariff which Mr. Laurier could propose 
would in its essential features bo very 
little different to that which the Con- 
servatives had enacted. By great good 
.fortune for Mr. Laurier, politically, the 
powers at Washington are hostile to re- 
ciprocity with Canada, and Mr. Lau- 
rier's missionaries to that city met 
with a polite reception and nothing 
more. Something bad to be done to 
meet the inevitable disappointment of 
the Liberal party, and so thiB preferen- 
tial section was devised. It caught 
the public fancy at once, and 
all the better because no .one 
quite understood what it amount- 
ed to. It was criticized by tho 
Opposition as a matter of course, but not 
as to the principle, only as to its 
method. It waB applauded in Great 
Britain. It attracted the attention of 
every civilized government. For the 
first time Canada became an aggressivo 
factor in international relations, and 
Mr. Laurier may almost literally bo 



said to have awakened one morning to 
and himself famous. 

But this is not the whole story. As 
luck would have it, the session of the 
Oanadian parliament was delayed to an 
unusually late date, so that the same 
dispatches that told of the adoption of 
the preferential schedule, told also that 
Mr. Laurier would soon start for Lon- 
don for the Jubilee festivities. And so, 
like a smoothly arranged drama, the 
thing has worked. When the curtain 
has risen the actors have all been in 
their places. The whole thing has 
worked like so much clockwork, or — a 
better simile still— a play put on by Sir 
Henry Irving, and for the time being 
Laurier is the centre of it all. The in- 
terest in the drama groups itself around 
this graceful son of French Canada, and 
when in a few days he will be eclipsed, 
it will be by no less a person than Her 
Gracious Majesty. 

Luck— why luck's no name for it. 



ANNEXATION OF HAWAII. 

The Hawaiian annexation treaty is 
now before the Senate of the United 
StateB. It is not certain what its 
fate will be in that body, and there is 
very great doubt as to how it will bo re- 
ceived by the Hawaiians. Recently 
soma very strong opposition to the treaty 
has been developed in the United 
States, and there is Bome doubt if the 
Senate will feel like ratifying it. The 
dispatches speak of possible opposition 
to the treaty by Great Britain and 
France. This seemsquite unlikely. No 
valid reason can be given why the Unitod 
States Bhould not be allowed to annex 
the islands if the islanders are willing. 
Great Britain certainly does not want 
them herself. 

Annexation would undoubtedly be a 
very excellent thing for the Hawaiians, 
for it would give security to buBineBB and 
property interests there that they can- 
not have now. It would also secure per- 
manent commercial advantages for the 
products of the islands. It seems quite 
clear that, as things are now drifting. 
Hawaii cannot long remain as it is, 
A Btrong government is needed, and no 
element of the population is able to pro- 
vide it. Some foreign country must take 
control. We Bhould have been glad to 
have seen Great Britain do so ; but as 
that could not be brought about, it is 
probably betterall round that the United 
States should do so. 

But when the effect of this new de- 
parture upon the United States itself is 
considered there seems to be more 
reason for hesitation than appearB on 
the face of the case. Yery much stress 
ia laid in some of the California papers 
upon the evils of Hawaiian coinpatilion 
in sugar and some few other lines, but 
this is a small matter. The political 
effect of the proposed arrangement is the 
important feature of it. By annexic 
the islands the United States Iibb stepped 
off the North American continent, 
Hitherto its traditional policy has been 
to conline its territorial expansion of the 
republic to the continent, and content 
itself with giving notice to the world 
that no European power would be per- 
mitted to extend its dominions in Am- 
erica. This was all well enough so long 
as the United States was content to re- 
main an American power ; but now that 
it is about to go beyond seas for new ter- 
ritory, the caBe is radically altered. 
Europe will never permit the United 
States to regard America as ita exclusive 
preserve and to exercise the same rights 
of territorial aggrandizement elsewhere 
as other nations enjoy. The annexation 
of Hawaii will be the death blow to the 
Monroe doctrine,

" A Norwegian Subscriber " aBks 
what the Colonist meant by saying 
that"' the Scandinavians make almost 
ideal colonists, but have not shown 
much, fitness to be the pioneers of civili- 
zation," which he thinks is self-contra- 
dictory. We think not. The meaning 
intended to be conveyed iB that the 
Scandinavians have not yet displayed 
the faculty of occupying new countries 
that are in a condition of barbarism, but 
after a country has been once occupied 
by a civilized government make almost 
ideal settlers, for they are industrious 
and frugal, and adapt themselves to the 
conditions of their new homes in a man- 
ner that no other people do except na- 
tives of the British Isles. AVhile we do 
not now recall a Bin»le country outside 
of Europe that tho Scandinavians have 
possessed themselves of and supplanted 
barbarism by the standard of civiliza- 
tion, the instances are many where Scan 
dinavians have settled in newly opened 
countries with conspicuous success. 



The Nelson Miner has backed down 
from the Colonist's challenge and re- 
fers u a toita files for proof of the iniquity 
of what it calls tho Turiier-Ilithet-DunB- 
muir party. We. must beg the Miner to 
he more explicit. What particular por- 
tion of ita files does it refer to. Speaking 
from memory we should say that the 
Miner baa jumped backwards and for- 
wards over the political fence fifteen 
times in as many montliB. If such evi- 
dence were worth anything, it would bo 
easy to prove from the files of the Miner 
that the present Provincial government 
ia everything that is lovely. The Miner 
has been in haste to expose tho insin- 
cerity of ita opposition, but it is doing 
the best it can with the material at ita 
command.

COMPLAINTS FROM KAMLOOPS. 

Kamloops, according to the grand 
jury, has two grievances. One is that 
the Tranquille bridge is not built, the 
other is that nothing has been done with 
the jail. 

The Tranquille bridge would be over 
the North Thompson. It would cost 
$5-1,000. It would lie a great convenience 
to a few sottlera. The only reasons why 
the government has not asked the legis- 
lature for an appropriation for this 
bridge is that the cost ia out of all pro- 
portion to the benefit that would result 
from its construction. There must be 
something approaching equilibrium be- 
tween a public expenditure and the re- 
sulting benefit before any government 
can ask a legislature to vote, or any leg- 
islature will vote, so large a sum for a 
bridge or any other public work. 

As for the jail, the legislature, on the 
recommendation of the government, 
voted $12,000 for this structure and 
plans for a first-class modern jail are 
now being prepared. What more does 
Kamloops expect in this regard? 



The Golden Era thinks it would be a 
good plan to have an inquiry " into the 
whole of the charter grants in British 
Columbia."

Grand Master Charle- 
aon, of VVestminster, will preside over 
the deliberations of the Grand Lodge, 
and the business will likely be finished 
by Friday night. The local lodges will 
entertain the visiting brethren at a ban- 
quet at the Mount Baker hotel on Friday 
evening.

JUBILEE NOTES. 

Naval Men Send a Generous Contribution 
Towards the Prize List. 

A very pleasant letter received yester- 
day by Mr. Beaumont Boggs, general 
secretary of the Jubilee celebration, was 
one from II. M.S. Imperieuse presenting 
$100 towards the celebration prize list. 
When it is taken into account how much 
the Navy always do towards making the 
celebration a success in other wayB this 
addition contribution shows a gener- 
ous spirit that Victorians will appreciate 
very highly. Consequently it is with 
pleasure that people will lenrn that the 
ball Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken, Q.C., pro- 
posed should be given the Navy on the 
Friday evening of next week is going to 
become an accomplished fact. Already 
a number of gentlemen have come for- 
ward to join in the guarantee fund for 
the ball, and all who desire to help 
should communicate with Mr. Helmc- 
ken. Certainly the public should make 
a great efl'ort to make the ball 
to the Navy a credit to Vic- 
toria to show the naval men that 
the city appreciates the kindly manner 
in which the navy always are ready to 
do what they can to help along the cele- 
bration. The ball will be given in the 
Assembly rooms. 

A number of acceptances have been 
received by General Secretary Boggs 
from outside places to attend the cele- 
bration, among them one from the 
Mayor and council of Seattle. 



The " moonlight schedule " upon 
which the electric lighting of Victoria 
is run came in for anything but compli- 
mentary comment from quite a number 
of citizens yesterday. Of the many peo- 
ple spoken to upon the subject, just as 
they happened to be met, there was not 
one who seemed to favor that antiquated 
system. In some parts of the Southern 
States to-day, such as the backwoods of 
Texas or Arkansas, there are peoplo who 
think seriously that if a pig is killed 
when " the moon ain't in the right 
sign, you don't git mo'en half thet poak 
aftah you boil it." Where the other half 
goes to in the boiling is a mystery, but it 
is a firmly rooted superstition among 
the ignorant that it does disappear in 
the boiling. 

There seems to be Borne moonstruck 
superstition about Victoria's electric 
light "schedule," too. When the 
schedule says moonlight, no matter how 
darkly the face of the heavens is covered 
with clouds, what is the use of lamps?' 
When the unlucky people whose busi- 
ness calls them out grope about in dark- 
ness and discomfort they may comfort 
themselves that " behind the clouds the 
moon still shines " and thank heaven 
that they are saving the carbon ends by 
the system under which the electric 
plant iB not operated when the period of 
darkness is expected to be short. 

When' expectations are not verified, 
and there are perhapa two or three 
hours of total darkness, the unfortunate 
taxpayers who are out on the street 
have to take the chances of falling into 
the pitfalls or stumbling over the ob- 
structions which another department of 
the civic government permits to remain 
upon the streets and sidewalks. 

One prominent citizen yesterday re- 
marked that people had a right to have 
the streets lighted during the darkness, 
whether for one hour or a dozen hours, 
and recalled tho fact that the light at 
the corner of Fort and Moss streets was 
out when there was a hold-up of a 
Chinaman a month or so a^o. Accidents 
will happen and lights will occasionally 
go out, but he mentioned this instance to 
show that law-breakers may make their 
arrangements with certainty of dark- 
ness, if they are enterprising enough to 
consult an almanac. 

Other citizens took a similar view, 
that a well lighted street iB equivalent to 
police protection to a certain extent 
and that the Booner the " moonlight 
schedule " is knocked on the head 
and something more modern introduced 
the better. 

In regard to Mr. Hutcheson's com- 
plaint about the remarks in the Colonist 
of laBt Friday several gentlemen bore 
out what the Colonist had stated about 
■;he darkness of the Btreeta that night. 
" I noticed the want of light at half past 
nine that evening," one said, " and re- 
marked to a companion that Bomething 
should be done to call attention to the 
farce of not lighting up on a cloudy 
night just because it ought to have been 
fine and moonlight." 

Another gentleman gave it as his 
opinion that the business portion of the

Shipujeat From Cameron Lake— Mr 
Carmotly's Boundary Deals— 
Barclay Sound. 



A meeting of the Gireat Expectations 
and Equinox Mineral Syndicates was 
held laat night in Beaumont Beggs & 
Co. 'a office to hear the expert report on 
the properties. The claims are situated 
on Toquart Ba3', Barclay Sound, and are 
quite close to deep water. They have 
hcen quietly worked lor some time past 
by the syndicate, and a ton ot ore is now 
in town awaiting treatment at the 
Victoria Metallurgical Works. A tun- 
nel 1J 7 feet long has been run on the 
vein, which is of copper ore, and 7 feet 
wide. So pleased with the results at- 
tained were the syndicate that the meet- 
ing last night decided to incorporate a 
company with a capital of ifL'5,000, and 
appointed a committee composed ol John 
Taylor, A. A. Aaroneon, H. Ulm, and 
Secretary Beaumont Bogge to [tarry this 
put. 

CL.VYOQUOt's KINK PttuSl'SCTS. 

Dr. J. S. Kloeber, VV. \V. Rhodes and 
H. II. Rhodes have returned to Seattle 
from a six weeks' trip to Clayoqnot 
Sound, on the weBt coast of Vancouver 
Island, and the bring backs description 
of that section which, says the Post-In- 
telligencer, shows it to be in uo way be- 
hind other sections of British Columbia 
in mineral wealth. Mr. Rhodes sayB; 

We left Victoria on May 1 on the 
steamer Tees for Clayotjuot Sound and 
spent about forty days in that vicinity. 
The country rock apparently is syenite 
and slate with intrusive lime bodies 
throush it, but there is very little true 
granite. A big serpentine dike nins 
nearly north and south about six miles 
from the coast, and from its veinB Beem 
to reach out in both directions. They 
have been traced towards the coaet, and 
in many cases clear to the sea; they 
probably also extend inland in theoppo- 
site direction, but little prospecting has 
been done there. There are apparently 
three classes of ore — some small silicious 
tissures bearing ehalcopyrite, some 
galena and iron bases, ranging in value 
from $12 to $40 ; a little very high gradi 
free gold ore, arid large iron-capped sul- 
phide ore bodies. There are two loca- 
tions, on which the free gold ore runs 
from $200 to $900, but the veins are 
small, not one exceeding one and a half 
inches. The most important feature is 
the iron-capped sulphide ore bodies. 
This specimen (showing a piece of Boli 1 
iron and eopper pyrite) comes from a 
vein thirty-two leet wide, which giveB 
an average of $:!3 Rcross ttie outcrop, $S 
gold, $4 silver and 21 per cent, copper. 
There* re also a number of other proper- 
ties ol the same character, ranging in 
value on the croppingB from $lo to $85. 

" il lind about seven properties in 
which there would be no risk in putting 
in money to make mineB of them, be- 
cairse there i* enough ore in sight by 
natural development to more than pay 
the 'cost of roads, wharves and other im- 
provements necessary to put them on a 
shipping basis. This natural 'develop- 
ment occ«rs in Blides, and where the 
creeks act 'through the ledges, exposing 
large qcniitities of ore on both Bides. 
For instance, this specimen came from a 
ledge about one mile from Canada lake, 
where a light draft steamer could go in 
from the Sound if a little money were 
spent 'on blasting bouldereun the Canada 
river, which is only six miles long. I 
travelled over thiB ledge 'or 300 feet, and 
it then becomes so steep 1 could not 
clim'b any further, but I can trace it for 
a quarter mile further stp the mountain, 
where great masses of ore have broken 
off and rolled down into the creek. About 
a mile from this ledge is another with 
eipht feet uf solid pyrites and twelve feet 
ofrrock containing 5(J per cent, of ore of 
tine same character. These two and th-e 
Tees, on Deer creek, are among the best. 

"Probably about 500 locations have 
been made in the last eighteen months, 
chiefly in the Rear river and Deer creek 
inlets, which comprise only a very Bnaall 
portion of the country. There is no ■de- 
velopment of any consequence; there is 
little going on now, and that is mainly 
being done by the prospectors. Jn much 
j ol that country no white man lias ever 
J 'been. Tho Indians are friendly, though 
(ithey do not speak much English. They 
jehow a deep interest .in the ehickamun 
stone as they call the ore, and aftow a 
disposition to work at mining." 

BOHNUXBY CitlQlIK DUALS. 

Reports are current in the Boundary 
Creek district that two important deals 
are being put through. One is said to 
be a sale of the Sepublic, None Such 
hand Last Ohanoe in fimith's camp, be- 
] longing to the Republic Mining Com- 
] pany, of Spokune, and the well-known 
Winnipeg, in Wellington citnip, is 
named in connection with the other. 
2The reported titty er of the Republic 
^;roup is f). Oarmody, wtho lately arrived 
in the district from Victoria, and his 
principals are understood to be Chicago 
and other liiifitera men ol means. All 
three chiitiiB are believed to be good, a 
Quantity of pay ore havuig been obtained 
during development work an each case.

LOCAL TRADE REVIEW. 



Salmon Quotations Drop in Eng- 
land and Pack May Be Cur- 
tailed—The llice Industry. 



Kootenay Trade Has Not Been as 
Expected-Spokane Still Has 
the Lion's Share. 



The wholesale trade in groceries and 
provisions has been fairly active during 
the paBt week and the only special 
feature is tbe depression in the price of 
canned Balm on on the English market 
caused by recent heavy arrivals at Lon- 
don and Liverpool. Until this week the 
prices of last year's salmon pack have 
been quite satisfactory, particularly in 
tbe old country, and the drop reported 
by wire yesterday has changed the out- 
look for this season's pack very materi- 
ally. So much eo that, according to 
some dealers, it will mean that some of 
tbe new establishments will remain idle 
this year and may throw difficulties into 
tbe paths of others. It is reported that 
a number of fishing boats which were 
ordered for a new cannery near Vancou- 
ver and which are ready for delivery are 
now offered for sale by the builder. 

It may not be generally known but it 
is nevertheless a fact that there are at 
least eight rice mills at work in Victoria 
and every one of them is owned and 
operated by Chinese. When u duty 
was originally placed on cleaned rice a 
stipulation was made that tbe mill- 
ers so protected should create a 
new industry, and to carry out this idea 
the uncleaned rice waa only admitted at 
a reduced rate when imported from tbe 
country of growth. As long aB this 
clause was kept in the tariff the rice had 
to be imported from India or tbe rice 
fitlds of China, which fostered quite

an industry to the advantage of the 
white workmen. But as soon as this 
provision was dropped from tbe tariff, 
which was some few years ago. some of 
the Chinese installed small mills of a 
primitive type and started to clean their 
own rice, the uncleaned article being im- 
ported in email quantities from Hong- 
kong. These mills nre of the simplest 
character, being simply large stone ham- 
mers which are raised by cams and 
allowed to fall of their own weight upon 
a quantity of the rice contained in 
hollowed out Btono receptcales. Gan 
Fook Yuen, who operates three of these 
mills at his establishment on Govern- 
ment Btreet, has applied steam power to 
work the hammers, but says, that in 
China " man he workum feet." 
So successful have the Cbineee been in 
their competition for the trade of Europe 
in grinding rice that they have closed 
every rice mill in England and according 
to trade returns the only establishments 
on the Continent which have been able 
to continue in the business are situated 
at Hamburg. 

The local effect of the recent reduction 
on the raw material from 75c to 50c 
per 100 lbs., as far as the rice mills are 
concerned will allow a certain amount 
of Japanese rice to be ground which be- 
ing harder is not so much broken up in 
treatment. All the Chinese rice mills 
seem to be kept steadily at work and al- 
though but email affairs are capable of 
treating about eight tons of rice daily. 

The results of the season's turn over, 
so far, although on all hands a notable 
increase is reported, have fallen below 
anticipations, as far as trade with Koote- 
nay is concerned. All houses report a 
steady growth of this trade, but still it 
would seem that expectations prove to 
have been greater than the demand 
warranted. With the telephonic con- 
nection with RoSBland* that has now 
been completed, it is only reasonable to 
expect that Spokane will continue to en- 
joy the lion's share of the Kootenav 
trade, at all events until direct rail com- 
munication iB had between the Coast 
cities and the mining centres of the In- 
terior. Besides this advantage enjoyed 
by traders on the other side of the line, 
local merchants state that Americans 
doing business in the mining towns in 
Kootenay do all in their power to throw 
trade into the hands of Spokane houses. 

In most lines the present is " between 
seasons," and nothing worth noting has 
marked the week just passed. Collec- 
tions are reported slow, but otherwise 
there appears to be no ground for com- 
plaint. 



Mr. Robert Baku, whose death at 
Bradford was mentioned in yesterday's 
Colonist, came to Victoria in 1S52 with 
Mr. McKenzie who was in charge of t he 
Puget Sound Company's farm. Mr. 
Barr being a Echoolmaster he was ap- 
pointed by Governor DouglaB the first 
official schoolmaster of the province, and 
he was placed in the old school at the 
top of Fort street. This was the origin 
of the public school system of Vancou- 
ver Island. The beginning was a modest 
one. for there was great difficulty at first 
in drumming up books for tbe pupils.
